TUSKEGEE PROBE 


In Meantime No Further 
Negro Personnel Will 
Be Assigned to Hospital | 
by Veterans’ Bureau.

Tuskegee, Ala., June 25.—An air 
of general relief was apparent here 
this afternoon following announce- 
ment from Washington by Director 
Hines of the veterans’ bureau that no 
further negro personnel would be 
sent to the disabled negro veterans’ | 
hospital here until a personal investi- 
gation was instigated. 

Discussion among citizens of the 
town following the Washington dis- 
patch showed a lessening of the ten- 
sion that has been apparent here for 
the last two weeks as the result of a 


declaration from Washington that 
President Harding would put the hos- 
pital under negro control. 

Members of the citizens’ committee 
expressed gratification that Director 
fines would im person investigate the 
situation here in July, as stated in 
the Washington announcement. 

Governor Braudon, in discussing 
the visit of Director Hines, said: 

‘That's fine. Let us hope that this 
will bring about the solution of the 
problem and that all differences may 
be adjusted.” 

At the time it was announced that

Baton Rouge, La., June 20.—(Spe- 
cial.) -When nine members of the 
Louisiana State university track 
squad received their diplomas last 
week, the south’s greatest cinderpath 
team passed off the Dixie stage of col- 
lege athletics. It started together in 
the spring of 1920 with a dual meet 
with the Mississippi Aggies at Starke- 
ville, and came to a glorious though 
not vietorious finish at the first an- 
nual S. I. C. championships at Cram- 
ton Bow], Montogomery, May last. 

Two southern championships— 
titles that included Dixie from Texas 
to Virginia—once a runnerup to the 
title, and once a close third in the &. 
I. A., comprise the record of this 
great four-year team. In all, the 
Tigers scored 1521-12 points in four 
southern championship meets, an 
average of slightly better than 28 
points, probably one of the greatest 
records ever compiled by a track team 
for a consecutive stretch of years in 
any association of conference. 

During this stretch of four sea- 
sons, the Tigers have engaged in thir- 
teen dual meets and four champion- 
ships. In the thirteen dual affairs, 
they have suffered both three defeats 
—two from Mississippi A. and M. and 
one from the University of Texas. 
Two of these defeats came this year. 
However, they have defeated Miss!s- 
sippi A. and M. once in a dual meet, 
and in the 1922 championships when 
they had no dual meet, making the 
honors thus even with the Maroons. 
They stand one all with the Texas 
Longhorns, having defeated them in 
1922. Tulane has met defeat four 
consecutive years, the Tigers’ low- 
est total being 85 in 1920. Auburn
